The periodicity the ele- 
ments gathering them into groups shows 
their similarity atomic structure and 
general properties. The atomic numbers 
indicating the numerical quantity 
protons and electrons are expression 
the internal organization the 
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Hopeful Reflections the Atom 
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atoms. their sequence, the atoms dis- 
close regularity arrangement the 
number protons and 
crease one. 

The apparently infinite smallness 
the atom (more than 200,000,000 hy- 
drogen atoms can placed one- 
inch line) intrigues the student. That 
such unimaginably small creatures can 
hold nations abeyance and can strike 
fear men’s hearts tangible proof 
God’s power over them. 

Ironically when Hitler cast Lise 
Meitner out his country, was in- 
strumental bringing the construction 
the atom bomb closer America. 
This woman scientist had made known 
her speculation that after uranium 
atom absorbs neutron, splits into 
two roughly equal fragments whose final 
mass somewhat less than the original 
mass, one the fundamental factors 
the bomb. Meitner’s theory was almost 
immediately experiments 
made this country. 

Investigation showed that U238 with 
146 neutrons absorbed another neutron. 
Fission resulted two products: bar- 
ium with neutrons and krypton with 
47. The difference between their total 
and the original 146 neutrons explains 
the release eighteen neutrons and 
vast quantity energy. Each uranium 
atom triggered released neutron 
brings about chain reaction lasting 
until all the uranium atoms have been 
changed into barium and krypton.

Scientific evidence has recently been 
offered attempt prove that, 
with the discovery the anti-proton, 
now within the power man 
annihilate matter.

phenomenon presents. Atomic energy 
true. That man has not succeeded 
unleashing until recently seems in- 
dicate that his need for restraining 
power, one within his control, has never 
been great now. The primary 
purpose atomic energy hold the 
atom together, unify particles into 
matter. use for destructive and 
murderous purposes turn God’s 
gift against Him directing against 
His creatures.

Most cannot even pretend 
understand the intricacies nuclear 
chemistry, yet and our students can 
derive some wholesome lessons from 
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such simple explanation have 
here stated. important that the 
matter presented from the Christian 
point view. Although the atomic 
clouds destruction hover threaten- 
ingly the background, whole- 
some animated Christian hope- 
fulness that man will not abuse God’s 
gift. 

Men who have thought seriously and 
deeply this matter have had the 
courage present the world prac- 
tical resolutions and patterns life 
designed change fear into confidence 
and confidence into hope primarily 
right-about-face evaluations.

The existence the business community 
increasing number private pension 
and retirement plans has prompted further 
examination this social need for aging 
school employees, especially custodial and 
clerical employees who have been the tra- 
ditional long-term lay assistants private 
school education. The increasing number 
lay teachers now entering the parochial 
school system and added employees result- 
ing from increased auxiliary services (cafe- 
teria workers, bus drivers) bring this prob- 
lem into focus under new searchlight.

Diocesan Retirement Plans 

the present time the development 
diocesan retirement plans the 
embryonic stage. The need for such re- 
tirement programs being more widely 
recognized. The annual education number 
America (April 1956) discussing 
“The Task Remaining Before Us” cites 
this problem area phase lay teacher 
integration.

Edmund Goebel, 
superintendent schools the Archdio- 
cese Milwaukee announced January, 
1954, that retirement plan had been 
set for all lay teachers the Catholic 
schools under his jurisdiction. explained 
that the program was voluntary 
haps some teachers were satisfied with 
their Social Security deductions and would 
not wish make application for the new 
plan pensions. 

Commenting the “amazingly large 
percentage our teachers” participating, 
Msgr. Goebel remarked: have 
come realize that security the lay 
teachers the best guarantee re-em- 
ployment. Lay teachers are premium 
and pastors and principals have learned 
that not easy employ new teachers 
every year. The retirement plan has done 
much stabilize the staffs our 
The Milwaukee Archdiocese has more than 
five hundred lay teachers the elementary 
and secondary schools. 

The Milwaukee plan was inaugurated 
with the assistance two Catholic insur- 
ance companies. The grade school teachers 
were the Catholic Knights Wisconsin; 
the high school teachers the Catholic 
Protective Association. each case, the 
parish high school pays one half 
the sum required for the retirement plan 
and the teacher the other half. Arrange- 
ments were made with the companies 
withhold least one year 
those who withdraw from teaching 
wish discontinue the pension plan. 

One the outstanding diocesan retire- 


ment plans the country was launched 
the Diocese Peoria during the 
school year. recent interview, 
Rev. John Sweeney, superintendent 
schools for the Diocese Peoria 
commented: 

“Looking the future when enrollments 
our Catholic schools will zoom beyond 
our present comprehension, must 
realistic and plan for the employment 
all the lay teachers can possibly afford. 
order secure competent lay teachers 
who will willing remain our 
tem, must provide old-age and retire- 
ment benefits comparable those offered 
the public schools.” The Peoria plan 
was developed the diocesan insurance 
broker, Edward McLaughlin and 
Company and was introduced the 
teachers’ institute. The plan voluntary 
and put into effect only with the 
the school and the teacher. 

Referring the widespread

The unique and comprehensive character 
this plan deserves detailed study. 
few diocesan programs have yet been de- 
veloped, and such limited amount 
information available existing pro- 
grams tailored for Catholic schools that 
detailed outline the Peoria plan 
offered here especially for the consideration 
and study pastors, principals, and di- 
ocesan superintendents. The following out- 
line summary the plan was prepared 
Dennis McLaughlin, vice-president, 
Edward McLaughlin and Company, 
Inc., and presented here with the per- 
mission the diocesan superintendent 
schools, Father John Sweeney.

and perhaps not altogether unjustly. These 
critics protest that opiate used 
relieve neuroses inducing stupor. 
when the real remedy modern zigzag 
life prayer, hope. absolution, and silence. 

True, God does not need TV. Grace 
does not flow necessarily over channel five 
and yet there Gospel according 
NBC; but for “those that love God, 
all things work together unto good.” Si- 
lence was precious the saints whose 
holiness has power unlike anything else 
upon earth, but the monster still 
crouches our living rooms. will not 
will not ignore but will harness 
potential developing students. dis- 
criminating and selective habits 
viewing and listening. 


Teach Good Habits 

Foremost right now the need for re- 
ligious teachers understand the urgency 
teaching good habits. answer 
those religious who shake off the respon- 
sibility saying that they have neither 
the time nor permission brood before 
set, recommend the superior sec- 
tions our Catholic periodicals. Experts 
are speaking and can accept their word 
when written America, The Sign, Today, 
The Commonweal, The Catholic World, 
etc. 

Another need acquire optimism. 
Teachers have faithfully stood the wail- 
ing wall and from dawn dusk have 
chanted the miseries TV’s influence upon 
students. Where our Christian hope? 
When Gutenberg charged into history with 
his movable type, pessimists shook their 
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heads apprehensively thinking the wrong 
things that might read; optimists looked 
forward time when all people could 
read. the horseless carriage drove 
through town, pessimists predicted that 
ankles would decalcify from disuse; opti- 
mists welcomed change from bicycles 
dusty roads. Pessimism 
standing the challenge before us. 


Encouragement Reading

Where would 
you classify informational and educational 
values? Patriotism? Escape? music? 

The third step consists mainly finding 
out the consensus student opinion. 
poll favorites can taken num- 
ber interesting ways. After the findings 
have been collated committee, the 
teachers and students will know the exact 
direction the wind and 
from there. But remember, pessimism! 

Additional radio and activities can 
carried out. Teachers must alert classes 
worthwhile, forthcoming programs. This 
handled capably student committee. 
list sources for advance notices 
programming appended this article. 
These bulletins are sent regularly and 
gratis teachers. 

Another useful idea the rating 
scale made with class. Such scorecard 
would probably contain the following 
points with per cent for each point: 
the religious value program; the en- 
tertainment value; basic theme idea; the 
acting; direction; the plot; the arts 
photography, settings, and costuming; dia- 
logue, sound; casting (appropriateness) 
and the aptness the title. When 
programs are rated according this score- 
card, amazing results could follow. class 
could keep book scores and compare 
results with the scores another class.

Like Mary can 
spend whole life for Him. perhaps 
religious even lay person the 
world. don’t want waste any time. 
Today make new start. Everything 
today will done with Mary for 
Jesus.” 

Students will quick see how easy 
prayer will not seem beyond them they 
have followed this prayer. They could, per- 
haps, also write their own prayer after the 
oral one has been presented.

Everyone was eager try the next step 
applying the soil. preparing the soil 
for the map mixed portion with 
strong wood glue until became wet, 
sticky substance. each sample soil 
arrived, was applied the pupil who 
had requested it. used small stick. 
and had careful keep the proper 
shape the state. Some soil contained 
many small rocks, and was hard put 
on. preserve the natural texture and 
color the sprinkled little 
that had not been mixed top the 
map before dried. This also kept the 
surface from being shiny. After the map 
had dried overnight. brushed off the 
surplus soil and saved case would 
need more later. This part was great fun. 

Although Canada and Mexico are not

The Great 
Lakes were made little darker. This 
color also helped bring out the different 
shades soil. 

Since had kept record our ac- 
tivities, felt that the map would 
more interesting the record were put 
wrote this history and printed the 
back the map. All the received 
had been filed envelopes the informa- 
tion contained them would available 
for the history. The names those 
helped with the map appear the back, 
while the picture each student who 
wrote paragraph for the history placed 
beside his paragraph.

Game and Learning Device 


Needed for this game, drill device, 
large sheet paper placed the floor 
and divided into nine squares, which are 
written random order the numbers from 
also, two three rubber jar rings.

General Plan and Cost 

The building, covering 31,639 square feet 
located plot 107,331 square feet.
